Senator Sumner bas reported to the Senate from the commit'ee 
upon foreign relations concurrent resolutions regarding mediation 
After referring to the Freach offer of mediation, the resolu.ions 
deciare that any idea of mediation or intervention is impracticable 
uoreasouable, and inadmissible. Also, that any offer of interference 
во far encourages геђе Поп, and tends to prolong the contest, and 
that Congress will therefore be obliged to regard any further attempt 
İn the same direction as an uufriendly act. 

Toe resolations express regret that the foreign Powers bave not 
frankly informed the Southern chiefs that the work in which they 
are engaged is hopeless, and that а new Goyernment with slavery 
as its corner stone, and with no o'her declared obj-ct of separate 
existence, is во far shocking to civilization and to the moral sense 
of mavkind, that it mu-t not expect w leome or тесод Поп in the 
commonwealth of na ions. 

The resolutions express an unalterable purpose to prosecute 
the war until the rebellion is suppressed. 

The resolutions wiil be communicated to foreign Governments. 


THE POLISH INSURRECTION. 

The Invalide Russe publishes an inte esting letter written by a 
Russian officer. giving an account of General Mieroslawaki's arrival 
in Poland, and his proceedings while he remained there. The 
writer states that, according to accounts received from the pri- 
eoners captured from the insurgentr, Mieroslawski arrived with a 
numerous suite, among whom were many representatives of the 
revolutionary party. Several were foreigners, and among them 
two Italians, who performed a very important part in the proceed- 
ings of their commanders. Mieroslawski, on hiş arrival, demanded 
supplies of every description without payment. Notwithstanding 
the toreats he held out, he could only collect two bands of about 
1,000 men each, of whom Mieroslawski took the command in 
person. One of these bands was etationed in the forest of 
Krzy wasiadz, and the other in the village of Slabtze. Previous to 
the affair in the forest of Krzy vasiadz, Mieroslawaki had his head- 
quarters in the village of Dobre, a mile distant from the forest 
Dobre served likewise for a depot, and the Russian troops found 
there & voluminous revolutionary correspondence ; but although 
the insu gents fled in the greatest haste after the affa'r in the 
forest they suoceeded in carrying away the most important docu- 
ments. At the first discharge, Mieroslaweki with his staff and the 
remainder of the band quit'ed the village of Dobre. Нер the 
night of the 19th of February in the village of Plawtze, elonging 
to his sister. The following day he appeared at the head of another 
band assembled in the village of Slubtze. That band marched on 
the 19th to reinforce the other in the forest of Krzywasiadz, but 


having arri i late, it moved to the village of Trayatchek, 
here Mieroslawski took the command. The Russian troops made 
their appearance shortly afterwards, and at their approach Mi то8- 
lawski hasten cross the Prussian frontiers.

The Warsaw official 
paper published some time back an account of an action, in which 
İt was asserted that the Russians had captured two pieces of cannon 
from the insurgents. The factis that Langiewicz, having been ap- 
prised of the approach of a Russian serps ənticipated their attack by 
going to meet them. He did hot know at the time that the 
Russians had two pieces of cannon with them. As it was too Jato 
to retreat he commanded bis şeythemen to charge the artillery. 
They did co, and in a few minutes they had six pieces in their 
possession. Upfortunately, the artillerymen fled with tho horses, 
and tbe Poles were forced to abandon two cannon after having 
spiked them. These were the two pieces which the Russians 
boasted of taving captmed. 

La France has the following :—“ We learn that the Dictatorship 
of Laugiewicz has been approved by the Polish Committee at 
Paris, and by Poles of every opinion. Тһе о) ject of the step 
is to give unity to the military operatons and to the 
politcal interests of the insurgent Government We, moreover, 
learn a fact of Ше greatest interest, and which shows 
the order of ideas which actuates the new Dictator. General 
Garibaldi, having written to his former companion in 
arms & letter, in which, after congratulating him on his 
patriotism, he offered him the aid of his sword aud devotion, 
Langiewicz is said to have written a reply in terms of the deepest 
sympathy, and iu which, after pointing ont the state of opinion in 
Poland, he begs him not to come to Poland at present, as be stood 
in need of the support of all classes of the population, which his 
name might alarm »y giving to th» actual rising an exclosively 
revolutionary character. This fact is very siguificant It proves 
tbat Lapgievricz, who has admitted military talents, also possesses 
incontestable political abilities "

ACTION FOR SLANDER. 


AT the Stafford Assizes was tried a case Hampton v Allen. Tho 
plaintiff claimed damages from the defendant, ip consequence of 
slander alleged to have been uttered by the latter.

Plaintiff is vicar of St. Jobn's Church, Wolverhampton, and has 
been a clergyman for thirty-five years. In 1855 be gave up the 
charge of St. James's, Liverpool, where be had officiat.d for four- 
teen years, and was appointed to the incumbency of $. Luke's, 
Holloway. Here he remained for about two yeacs, when, in con- 
sequence of a charge brought against him by some of the members 
of his congregation of misapplying certain moneys, he resigned. 
He was followed by many of his congregation to a chapel in the 
neighbourhood, where he preached without a license un'il about 
nine months віп зе, when, with the approbation of the Bishop of 
London, he undertook his present charge.

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PROCEEDINGS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons Sir De Lacy Evans brought under the 
consideration of the house the expediency of amalgamating the 
metropolitan and City of London police establishments. The hon. 
and gallant member said it was well known that the royal p'o- 


cession on Saturday week had been seriously and dangerously in- | 


terrupted in the City, and that on the night of the illuminations 
cight persons at least had been crashed to death in the same part of 
the metropolis; while along all the other portions of the line the 
procession had passed on freely, and not a single life had been lost 
daring the illamination. Mr. Alderman Rose said that the failare 
of the police arrangements on Saturday week had arisen out-of а 
torles of extraordinary conjunctares. İn the first place, the City 
commissioner of police had died only a week before the great po- 
pular demonstration of the Saturday. Then, again, the whole 
pressure of that demonstration had been thrown upon the City 
police. And further, an additional source of confusion had been 
created by the passage of van loads of the metropolitan police along 
the great City thoroughfares in the course of the morning. It had 
been stated that an offer of assistance for that occasion had been 
made by the chief commissioner of the metropolitan police to the 
City authorities; but there was no truth in that rumour; and he 
bad to add that the only aid they had received from the 
military authorities consisted in the presence of a number of 
men of the mounted artillery, who, in consequence of the 
large loose trappings worn by their horses, were necessarily ill- 
fitted for such a service. The volnnteers, too, had contributed by 
their movements to complicate the difficulty. The City authorities 
had given orde:s that t^e volunteers should form mere ornamental 
portions of the spectacle, and that they shou'd take no part in keep- 
ing the line of the procession ; and the fact was that they had only 
stood in the way throughout the day. He submitted to the ћопве 
that circumstances of this exceptional character would not justify 
them in deciding that the citizens of London should be deprived of 
the control they had hitherto exercised over their own police. The | 
City authorities, however, felt that there were circumstances in the | 
scene of Saturday which called for careful inquiry, and that ioguiry 
was at present being prosecuted. Lord A. Paget said that as he | 
had been in attendance upon the royal party, he wished to offer a 
few observations to the house in reference to the progress of the 
procession. He had to state, in the first place, that nothing coald 
bə more admirable than tha conduct of the people upon that occa- 
sion—he would not call them the mob, for they were not a mob; | 
they bad done all they could to facilitate the advance of the саг- 
riaget, and he had not heard a single angry word from any of 
them. But a scene of great confusion had prevailed along the | 
whole line of the procession in the City, and more 
particularly in the neighbourhood of the Mansion Honse 
But the moment the procession had arrived at the 
other side of Temple Bar, he had felt like an Arctic 
navigator who, after having been tossed among the 
icebergs, at length saw clear water, Sir G. Grey said there 
could be no doubt that the royal procession on Saturday, which 
passed readily throogh all the otber portions of the metropolis, had 
met with a serions obstraction in the City.

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TRIAL FOR MURDER BY POISON. 


| SAMUEL FOX, 40.and Emma Walker, 29, were charged at the York 
assizes with the wilful murder of George Walker, at Ba'ley. 
| Mr. Price, in opening the case, eaid that what was alleged against 
| the prisoners was causing the death of one George Walker, by ad- 
ministering successive эша] doses of poison, the proof of which will 
depend in а great degree on ciroumstaytial evidenos. The female 
prisoner si in the relation of widow of the deceased, who was a 
miner at ley, near Dewsbury, and forty-three years of age, and 
the male prisoner was a very intimate friend of his, and a constant 
visitor to the single room in which she and her husband lived, under 
circumstances which threw.great suspicion on his conduct. De- 
ceased and his wife had been married seven years, and had no chil- 
| dren. The prisoner Fox was a married man, and had been on 
terms of intimacy with the deceased. "he latter, up to the time of 
the illness which ended in his death, had been a good constitotioned 
man. The iliness referred to commenced on Thursday, the 4th of 
December last, and though on that day the assistance of a doctor 
was called in, the deceased died on the following Taesday. The 
intimacy between the two prisoners had before the deceased's ill- 
bess caused much talk in the neighbourhood, and reports reaching 
the ears of the deceased, altercations between him and his wife had 
been the result. Fox's visits continued to be so frequent that at 
last separation took place, the female prisoner taking up her 
quarters at the house of a neighbour named Carter, where the male 
prisoner again visited, and on one occasion had a long interview 
with her. Three or four days after the separation, a recon- 
ciliation took place, and on the return of the female prisoner 
to her husband, Fox s visits to her became still more frequent, and 
were carried on at times when the husband was absent This was 
the state of things when Dr. Baildon was. саіеі in to attend the 
deceased. The doctor found him suffering under considerable in 
flammation of the stomach, which was disp'ayed by vomi'ing, 
purging, and a hot state of the body, He was in an exceedingly 
prostrate condition, and on the Tuesday of bis death:the symptoms 
so alarmed the doctor that he suggested to the female prisoner. the 
cali ng in of another medical man. Sbe did not dissent, and he 
therefore went for Mr. Keighley, with. whom he returned to see 
the deceased, and then found him dead. During the time of 
Walker's illness, Fox was nearly always present. Brothers, sisters, 
and neighbours found him there, and saw the unfortunate deceased 
writhing in agony and moaning upon his bed, whilst his wife 
and Fox were sitting by the fireside, and apparently cheerfal, and 
laughing and talking together. The deceased's expressions were | 
that he was burning to death, done for, scalding. Ho was con- 
tinually calling for drink, and on all occasions when he attempted 
to swallow he suffered the utmost agony. These symp'oms, along | 
with those which were revealed at a post mortem examination of 
the body after death, showed that he died from arsenic. The de- 
position of the female prisoner, which she made at the inquest, was 
put in at the conclusion of the other evidence, and stated that 
during her husband's illuess she was the only person from whom 
the deceased took anything. This concluded the case for the pro- 
secution. 

Mr. Maule, for the defendant, wag, proceeding to point out the 
weakness of the cage against the male prisoner, when the learned

As soon as Josephine was able to speak, 
she said thet she and her companion went to bed et their usual hour, 
but that in the middle of the nizbt she was awakened by seeing а 
light in the next room, and in answer to her questions Angele replied 
that she was telling her fortune with cards She fell asleep agein, 
but was awakened by a loud noise, and on going to see the cause 
she found Angele in a state of absolute frenzy, breaking everything 
ahe could lay hold of. She endeavoured to pacify her, but in vain, 
and at last, overcome with excitement, she fainted away herself, 
and remained insensible till revived by the medical men. Ав this 
explanation did not account for Angela’s death, her body was 
exsmined, and bruises were founi on her neck, such as might be 
caused by an attempt to strangle, and Josephine's nightosp strings 
were torn off, as if there had been a struggle between them.

| exhaustion, arising from the want of food, which tbe parents were 
unable to provide for her through their extreme destitution.” 

The jury then raised a subscription for the poor family, which 
was kindly headed by the worthy deputy coroner; at the same 
time several of the gentlemen empanelled volunteered to wait 
upon Mr. Lake, the relieving officer, to adopt some meagures for 
the assistance of the family.

Although there are in the country men who 
are fer above myself in capacity und merit—although 
I appreciate the extent and the gravity of the duties which 
in a position so difficult weigh on the supreme national power—I 
assume, nevertheless, with the consent of the Provisional National 
Government, the supreme Dictatorship, prepared to deposit it, when 
we shall have shaken off the Muscovite yoke, in the bands of the 
representatives of the people. I assume it in consideration of the 
urgency of the circumstances which imperatively demand a prompt 
remedy, in consideration of the necessity of increasing the forces 
of the nation by the concentration of the civil and military powers 
in one hand in this murderous contest against hostile troops directed 
by one sole will. In reserving to myself the immediate direction 
military operations, or in claiming the power of transferring, 
if necessary, the military command in chief to other chiefs in 
provinces which will be named, I deem it useful at present 
to confide all the civil administration of the insurrection, 
as well as that of the freed territory, to a private civil 
Government, which will act under my inspiration and control. Tne 
prn and the organizstion of this Government will be indicated 
a speciel publication. In taking the Dictatorship I commence 
nothing new, but simply finish (ће work commenced by the Na- 
tional Provisional Government. I confirm, then, and proclaim 
again, in ail their entirety, the fundamental principles expressed in

A SuBscuiBkR.— The period when the long-bow was first used in England 
as а military weapon is unknown. The bow used by the Normans at 
the battle of Hastings was the arbalesi or cross-bow. Recorded facts 
show that the use of the cross-bow was continued through the rei.ns uf 
Henry 11 and Henry III. It seems to have been last used in England at 
the battle of Bosworth, in the year 1485; though as late as 1572, Queen 
Elizabeth engaged by treaty to supply the King of France with 6,000 
men, armed partly with long and partly with cross-rows. 

IsqvlsEsbO —Dr. Thomas Sydenham was a very celebrated physician of 
his time. He was born in the year 1624, and received his degree of 
doctor of medicine at the University of Cambridge. Не aied in 1689, 
Dr. Sydenbam was particularly distinguished for his successful treat- 
ment of the small-pox. 
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Тнк military phenomena on the other side of the Atlantic are even 
more striking than those which claim attention in Europe, and 
strongly demonstrate the superiority which popular defence may 
acquire over military attack. Althengh the Mexicans should be 
beaten, they have established what it was necessary for them to 
prove—the hopelessness of their definilive subjagation; and the 
French are believed to be merely aiming at that amount of success 
which will enable them to withdraw with honour from an enter- 
prise undertaken in rash and ignorant presumption. Over the 
Polish insurrection military men in general shook their heads. 
What could men do with scythes ? Yet experience has shown 
that victories may be gained with those rude wea- 
pons. Scytbemen cannot fight at a distance, or engage 
for hours in that murderous yet resultless fusillade which is the 
characteristic of so many recent American engagements. They 
must rush on their foe or fly from him; they have no alternative ; 
and we know which of them the gallant Poles universally choose. The 
results, hitherto in favour of the insurgents, have been as startling 
to military men as the hesitation of General Forey before Puebla. 
It was given out with authority some time since, that the Polish 
insurrection would be speedily put down ; that, in fact, Wielopolski 
had foreseen, and in part provoked it, for the sake of getting rid of 
those unquiet spirits who prevented any acceptance of Russian con- 
cessions ; that the Emperor was prepared to grant all that rational 
Poles could ask; and tbat their pacification and the restoration of 
the Polish kingdom and constitution were events to be looked for. 
The tidings of successive days seem to belie such assertions, and to 
demonstrate the fatility of such hopes. If Wielopolski and the 
Russians believed them, we should see some trace of the expecta- 
tion in their conduct. If the Cossacks persisted in burving the 
thatched homestead of the peasant, they would at least respect 
the chateau of the Polish proprietor and noble. Because if 
accommodation is to take place between Poland and Баваја it must 
be through the upper classes, and if the Cabinet of St. Petersburgh 
had conceived the ides of conciliation it would not have taken & 
course which drives the Polish gentlemen into the ranks of the in- 
surgents. But the Russian commanders have evidently got no such 
order. Their rule is not only war to the cottage, but war to the 
palace. They burn villeges and destroy country mansions, slaying 
es many of the inmates as they conveniently can. It is a 
war against the whole Polish people, and with such atrocities that 
concilistion or compromise is өзі of the question. The dosola- 
ting character of the warfare waged by the Russian armies in Poland 
ia evidently no chance result, proceeding from the exasperation or 
rathlesences of the Russian soldiers. What is done is universal,and 
so regular that it must proceed from a plan to crash and reduce Poland 
by famine, since armies-are unequal to the task. The chateau and 
its lord, the cabin and its storeof provisions, sre systematically 
levelled ай destroyed. Fortanately the time of the year does not 
permit the destruction of the harvest. But “tile to be feared that 
the Polish peasant can neither cultivate mer'sow this spring, and 
the result must be a most fearful famine. ‘To.aggravate and aceele- 
rate this constitutes tbe aim of the Russian gemerals, who might be 
thought to be merely wreaking усправни сна а country which they 
"wore speedily about to quit. They have, however, no idea of going 
away. The numerous and dense columns of the Russians will be 
nourished from Posen, Silesia, and their own provinces, whilst the

CERTAINLY we аге а singular people. Here is a question—that of 
homes for the industrial orders—acknowl-dged to be one of the 
most important necessities of the age, which has been tossed about 
in parliamentary debate, which has been for а long while considered, 
and attempted to be solved, by some of the most practical philan- 
thropists of the day, and which has been toyed with, rather than 
boldly undertaken, by men of capital and speculaters, who want & 
good return for their investment—solved, it would seem, 
to the satisfaction of all inquirere whether dilettanti, or 
mere talkers, or workers in earnest, on the very vital point 
of fitiy, and comfortably, and decently lodging and housing 
the elasges, above all, who are the bone and sinew of the English 
population. A private individual, to ali appearances, has acted as 
pioneer, with complete success, in a great moral reform, which 
even our rich corporation of London has passed ever or put aside 
аз ‘inopportune, or too difficult, ог too costly to be atiempted 
Bat our readers shall judge for themselves whether our 
own impressions ere borne out by facts. On the north- 
eestern side of Finsburş-sguare the junior alderman of the corpo- 
ration, Mr. Alderman Watetlow—iu the spirit of the old London 
merchants, who rendered good service for dignity and esteem from 
their fellow-citizena—has signalised his acceptance of the alder- 
manic gown snd its regponsibilities by opening a block of build- 
ings, called Langbourne-baildinge, in which twenty families may 
tind -a ‘respectable and pleasant home, replete with conveniences 
and accommodations not yet provided even in the best description 
et model lodging-houses, and at a rate, or rental, which the me- 
chanic, or even ordinary labourer, may be able to spare out of his 
hard earnings. Mr. Waterlow, in his early proceedings, with a 
very judicious forethought to avoid a heavy ground-rent, has pro- 
cured a large plot of ground in the thronged district which de- 
bouches on Shoreditch under a lease of ninety-nine years ; and 
after clearing the ground of a pile of wretched squalid tenements’ 
principally occupied by the working classes, has erected the firs, 
instalment of his structural enterprise at а cost of abont 2,000/ 
He has been particularly careful to avoid giving tho 
building anything like the institutional appearance, so dis. 
tasteful in the generality of these edifices; and he has 
especially aimed at lending to each dwelling an individuality 
so as to dissipate, even in the outside appearance of his houses, 
anytbiog like an aspect usually worn by model dwellings of being 
“et out and arranged rather as a noticeable charity and exceptional 
benefit to the inmates. Moreover, the alderman's scheme has next 
provided that every tenant shall be furnished with complete and 
exclusive use of all the essential accessories to a home, such as water 
supply, sink, copper, dast-shoot, coa!-place, and water-closet. Тһе 
rents for each suite of three rooms range from 74 6d. to 58. a-week. The 
prospective revenue account farnishes a return exceediag 9 pər cent. 
on the outlay, and Alderman Waterlow has not muoh reason 
to be afraid of the accuracy of his estimates, for ho finds that if he 
had ready half a dozen such blocks of buildings there are alroady 
claimants to occupy the homes in them all. With great discretion 
he has esseyed, in the first instance, to meet the wants of that por- 
tion of the working class earning from 11. бв, to 24. per week; for, 
as he rightly argues, as the pressure on this elass із lightened, an 
better accommodation provided for their use, the class immediately 
benesth them will shift into the quarters from which the others 
gradually migrate. 


A PRUSSIAN VIEW OF ENGLISH AFFAIRS. 
THE Magdeburg Journal, one of the best ef the Prussian provincial 
papers, contains the following observations on the occasion of the 
late royal marriage '— 

“The English nation је in a moment of rapturous delight. It 
greets its future Queen with an enthusiasm almost inconceivable to 
us Continentals. With equal enthusissm would it welcome her 
whether she came from Denmark, from Prussia, or from Baden, or 
from any other land, provided only it were Protestant. We. also, 
five years ago, welcomed в Princess with all the enthusiasm possible 
to us. But our enthusiasm, let us openly confess it, was much 
more selfish, much less royalist than that of the English. In the 
Princess Victoria we eapecisily behold the Briton, the daughter cf 
Qaeen Victoria, the representative of & constitutional kingdom; a 
Rassian, Neapo itan, Mecklenburg, or Electoral Hessian princess 
would have been received at least coldly in Berlin. In England they 
reverence in the Princess Alexandra only the Princess, and nothin х 
besides; that is so because they have nothing particular to expect 
or to fear from her. Іа spite of all the limitatioog which royalty 
has suffered in England the English people are thoroughly and 
completely Royalist, and cling to the family of their Kings with th» 
sincerest veneration. This is partly the effect of a limited monarciy, 
the guarantee of conatitutional liberties. Before 1688 there cannot 
be said to have been а regularly ordered succession to the throne in 
England ; in the Middle Ages, especially, force much more frequently 
than hereditary right right decided that succession. If Voltaire had 
said that English history should be written by executioners, it ut 
least із well known that in England, on royal heads, that judge, 
from whom there ів no appeal, has repeatedly done his work. Anve 
Ballen, Katherine Howard, Jane Grey, aod Mary Stuart were 
crowned heads, and Oharles I. was a reigning sovereign; Edward 
IL, Richard IL, Henry IV., Richard 111. lost their thrones and lives 
by revolutions; James 11. and his race died in exile. if 


Moroceo, the despotic “x” vrho are 
able constitutionally to do whatever pleases them, doubtless bold 
themselves to be far mightier princes than Queen Victoria. But, 
like all despote, they resemble the oiphers of a decimal fraction, 
whioh certainly indicate the significance of the figures that follow, 
but at the same time dimicish, instead of increasing, their worth. 
For the sovereignty of unlimited monarchs is, by reason of ils 
boundlessneas, like am open garden, exposed to every hostile en- 
crosohment; İt makes the States which such princes reign over 
weak and powerless, and procures to the prinose а mere semblance 
of power which they themselves do not enjoy, but which ару 
favourite courtier and swindler abuses for his own beneüt."

SıGNAL Corps —There із in the Federal army a small but dis- 
tinct body of cfficera knewn as the “signal corps.” When an 
action is imminent, one or more of them, generally iniormed at 
head-quarters of the movements contemplated, proceed to an eligible 
position, from which they can communicate to the commanding 
officer instant advice of the enemy's movements, either direct or 
through persons posted at intermediate stations, if distance, or 
mountain, or forest make this . Information is also sent 
as to the points most susceptible of damage from artillery. In the 
day-time the signals are made by flags of different colours and 
waved in various directions; at night torches are used, asbestos 
being substituted for ordinary wicking, becange it emits a clear and 
brilliant flame, and is not easily extinguished by the wind. The 
telegraph also is employed; an officer startiog for a signal post 
Carries a pocket apparatus, and is followed by au attendant, unroll- 
ing a coil of wire as he travela slung. There are about 150 officers,

Tars well-known sportsman died at Durham on Monday last, March 
9, in the eightieth year of his age. His health and strength bad 
been gradually failing for some time past, and his decease was con- 
— by no means unexpected. 


n ali the crowd ой“ characters" that have made up the ring on a 


racecourse there were few more famous, and no one whose career 


has been so much of a romance, as that of John Gally. He was, 
indeed, essentially one of the men 'of his time, and the tyro or 


stranger visitor would crave for a look at him long before his hero- 


worsbip centred on the Jockey Olub lord or the leviathan leg. And 
yet Mr. Guliy was by по Мей» a remarkable man in his appear- 
ance; or, rather, in no way noticeable for the mere emphasis of his 
tone or the quaint cut of his coat. With a manner singular?y quiet, 
and almost subdued, he associated the air and presence of a gentl:- 
man, while his fine frame and commanding figure gave an innate 
dignity to his deportment that none who knew him would care to 


question. In fact, as your gaze rested on him, it was almost impos- 


sible to identify the man with the earlier stages of his history—the 
rp оў» the fighter, the public-house landlord, or the out- 
de g mün İç was easier to recoguise him as a country sgaire of 
good esta e, the owner of a long string of racehorses, or the honourable 
member of а reformed parliament İn a new coantry, like America 
or Australia, we can readily imagine that the figntiog batcher 
might ın due time develop into tne state у senator; bat here, in old 
Eogland, Mr. Gally’s success is far unparalleled. And he owed 
this not merely to his great wealh, but far more to his keen 
judgment, his good sense, ара a certain straightforward regpeola- 
bility about everything hö did. “Тһе gentlemen” from the very 
first took kindly to Gutly, for they felt they could do se without 
any of the danger or Gisgast but too often resuitiog from the society 
of a self-made man. İt must be our first business here to trace bow 
he achieved that trying a8cent in the world before him. Mr. Gally, 
then, was born at Bristol, and, as we have already intimated, some 
time in the year 1783. He was brought up to the trade of a 
butoher, but very soon evinced a han in taking саге of himseif 
in sundry fistic fourneyé with thé Јовице about homé. This Jed to 
his visiting the metropolis, though witu no very definite object 
beyond the practice of his trade, in which, how ver, he was 
not very fortunate, for soon After reaching his twenty-first 
year he was lan zuföhiüğ in one of our London lock ups 
as а prisoner for debt His fellow-townsman, Pearce, bewer 
known as “ The Chicken,” came to see him there, when, to be- 
guile the time, they put on the gloves for a bout or two. Gally did 
во well in this set-to that it came to be talked about, and ultimately 
he was liberated by the pay ment of the claims agulust him, and a 
match made with The Onicken, the latter staking £600 to £400.

* Hoxiana” thus sums up his merits as a boxer:—“ Gully, as 8 pugilist, 
will long be remembered by tae amateurs of pugilism as peculiarly 
entitled to their respect and consideration, and if his battles were 
not so numerous 88 many other celebra'ed professors have been, 
they were contested with decision, science, and bottom rarely 
equalled, and pérhaps never excelled, and justly entitled him to the 
most honourable mention in the records of boxing. His practice in 
the art it was well known had heen very confined, aud his theo- 
retio.l knowledge of the science could not have been very extensive, 
trom the short period he had entered the lists as a boxer: but his 
genius soared ab ve these difficulties, and, with a forutude equal to 
any man, he entered the ring a most consummate pugilist. In point 
of appearance, if his frame does not boast of that elegance of shape 
from which an artist might model to attain perfect symmetry, yet, 
nevertheless, it is athletic and prepossessing. He is about six feet 
high. 

On leaving the ring, Mr. Gully, like most successful pugilists, 
inclined to the public life of a Boniface, and was for some time 
landlord of the Plough, in Carey-street, Linooln’s-inn-fields, But 
another ring found attractions for him, and he very soon devoted 
himself to the business of & betting man, though not always as a 
better round, or layer against horses. Indeec, at the Newmarket 
Craven Meeting, іп 1810, when Lord Foley's Spaniard was got at 
by some of the Dan Dawson crew for the Olaret, Mr. Gally was 
among those who turned round and laid tne long odds on the 
favourite, upon whose defeat, it is said, his backer burst into tears, 
aud declared he was a ruined man! However, in two years subse- 
quently, in 1812 that is, Mr. Guily had horses of his owa, Cardenio 
being the first that ever ran in his name. He worked on gradually, 
still betting round, and at one period residing at Newmarket, with 
such cattle as Brutas, Truth, Rigmarolâ, Forfeit, Cock Robin, and 
others, until 1827, when he came prominently to the fore by 
the purchase öl tbe Mameluke, a horse thet, he gave Lord Jersey 
4,000 guineas for alter his winning (ће Derby. How his new 
owner backed Mameluke for immense sums for ttie St. Leger, and 
how he was beaten by Matilda, after а fearful scene at the post, where 
Mr. Gully had himseif to flog his horse off, are now matters of history. 
But heavily as be had lost, the first man in the rooms and the last to 
lesve—never thinking of going, in fact, until evéry claim had been 
satisted—was Mr. Gully. Sam Catfney, it will be re .embered 
rode the crack agaiust Robinson on the mare, and Sy*es had tue 
«are of the Derby winner at Hambledon. A yesr or two subse 
quent to this Mr. Gully became the confederaw of Mr. Ridsdale, 
and they opened well with Little Red Rover, who, in 1830, ran 
second to Priam for the Derby. "Phirty two. however, wa» their 
great year, when the confederates won tue Derby with St. Giles 
and the St. Leger with Margrave, Junn S ott having the prepara 
tion of the latter. Success, however, did not tend to cement the 
friendship of the two, and their quarrel came at last to a personal 
encounter in the hunting-field, upon which Mr. Ridsdale brought 
an action, that terminated in a verdict, with 500/. damages, against

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Mr. Gully for the assault. This was not by any means the only 
serious altercation the latier was  cver engaged İn, as

There was the Ugly Buck to begin witn, with whica they 
won the Two Thousand ш 1844; and then, in the next year but 
one, Pyrrhus the Firat and Meudıcaut, with which Mr. Gally won 
бош the Derby ana Oaks. Old Sam Day wes his jockey, and we can 
recollect no more gracefal iliastration of the poetry of motion than 
that elegant horseman ош ор on that sweet mare Mendi- 
cant. Everything was İn unison, trom the figure and style of the 
jockey and tue beautiful look of his filly, down to the very colour 
ot his cap and jacket—thé delicate violet blended or mounted with 
white. ‘They had brought out VVeatherbit and O.d Eugland even 
before this; and in á few seasons more Mr. Gully matched thom with 
another sûch & pair in the Hermit and Andover, the one a winner of 
the Two Thousand and tne other of the Derby. Rarely has any 
man enjoyed more signal success іп his favourite pursuit; bat, as 
we have said already, Guliy owed much of this to his fine jadg- 
meat, especially, noticable in the way in which he could reckon up 
a racehorse or pick out a youog one. Latterly, what with increas- 
ing years вод failing stengtn, be had gradually declined, and, 
having sold Ackworth to Mr. Hui, had lived tor sume years at Mar- 
well Hall, near Winchester, though he had өші p.operty in the 
North, including, we believe, sowe coal mines, 4ud · · пое his death 
óccurriog at Darbam, while he was buried as Ac« wortd оп Batar- 
day, March 14.

LANOASHIRE.—Rosberr вї Ax OFFICER'S Wire AT Pres- 
том. —Mrs. Jessie Black, wife of Captain Black, and danghter of а 
Leicester physician of high standing, was brought up at the House 
of Correction, Preston, on the charge of st-aling a quantity of 
jewellery from Falwood Barracks, the property of Captain Biuett 
and Mrs Crofion, the widow of th» late О Лове! Crofton, who was 
müurdered with another officer in the barrack yard in September, 
1861. After the case had been opened for the prisvoution, Captain 
Blaett, of the 10:h Regiment, was examined. Не gave evidence to 
the effect that in Joly last he missed four valuable gold rings from 
his quarters at Falwood Barracks. Mrs. Black bad occasionally 
visited his quarters, and was there about the time when the rings 
were missing. On the 2nd inst. he accompanied one of tho police 
süperintendentâ of Preston to Leicester, where Mrs Black was re- 
sid ng with her family, and after making several inquiries, the 
rings were found at the office of Mr. Haxiy, solicitöf, of that place. 
Some of thom had been altered, the stones — Beet reset. 
Margafet Toughey &&id that she had been a serVütit with Captain 
B'uett, and that she saw Mrö. Black and Mrs. Blüett two or three 
times together in one of the bedrooms, where thé rings were kept. 
Thomas Blyth, jeweller, Leicester, deposed that he altered A ирен 
ring for Мга. Biack іп December last. The ring was identifi by 
Osptaín Bluett. Mr Jones, jeweller. of Leicester, proved that he 
had altered one of the riage for Mr». Biack, and that aftetérards she 
had offered at his shop a diamond ring forsale She tölüsedto 
take the price h- offered her. Mr. Haxly, solicitor, of Leicester, 
bere made a statement, to the effect that the prisoner aud her hus- 
band had lived unhappily, and separated; that some time ago 
arrangements were made with the view of reconciling them ; that 
she had pawned her husband's plate and a quantity of jewellery in 
London ; that, at her own solicitation, he agreed o redeem the 
articles fot her, and to receive back the money cut of the sum to be 
realized by the sale of her husband’s commission; that the pro- 
perty was so redeemed, and that he had charge of it when Captain 
Blaett and the police-officer went to Leicester, to make inquiries re- 
specting the missing property, and that the ringə were amongst the 
articles redeemed. Мт. Crofton, widow of Colonel Crofton, 
said that she lost a valusble diamond ring in September, 1861; that 
the ring prodaced, and found at the office of Mr. Haxly, was her 
property; and that the ptisoner had been а íreqaent visitor of 
bere. Mr. W. Stephens, pawnbroker, of Brewer-street, Golden- 
square, London, said tnat the prisoner had pawned the diamond 
ring named three times ät his shop, having sent it by letter; and 
that she had pawned the other articles in s similar manner. She 
was fally committed to the forthcoming Liverpool assizes for trial. 
Tbe prisoner, who is а rather handsome, well-dressed lady, was 
remarkably cool during the whole examination.

The police Were at once put in pos- 
session of the facts relating to the robbefy, and on the Friday 
Leeson was taken into custody while attempting іо pledge some of 
the property.

EXECUTION АТ NEWOASTLE. 

On Saturday morning, at eight o'clock, the execution of George 
Vass took place on the scaffold which bad been erected at the prison, 
Newoastle-upon-Tyne. The culprit, who was only ninetecu years 
of age, was tried at the Newcastle assizes on Friday, the 27th ult, 
before Mr. Baron Martin, for the vilful murder of a married woman 
named t Docherty, whose husband was a tailor, living in 
Buckingham-street, Newcastle, Her husband saw her alive on 
Wednesdey evening, Ше 318 of December, New Year's eve, about 
eleven o'clock, and she was then Haz intoxicated, and refused to 
go home with him until she hed hed some more drink. She went 
into а public-house in Gallowgate fo procure more drink, and her 
husband left her there after an ineffec(ual attempt to get her away and 
go home. While she waf іп the public-house three men were 
obser ved to be watching her, aad had b:en following her about all 
the evening. About two o'clock in the morning the culprit was seen 
dragging the unhappy woman up tbe Darubrook by the West Wales, 
and there he abused and ill-used her so much that two or three 
persone said he was murdering her, and sought incffeotdally for а 
policeman. The miscreant afterwerds told other men that there 
was а women lying in the West Wales dead, and а proof was 
given of hie having first violated and then murdered the ill-fated 
creature. It would seem to be a custom among the lower order in 
Newcastle to parade the streets of the town on New Yedr'd evo sd 
day. and the poor women being partially intoxicated feli in With the 
culprit, and thus met her untimely end. 

Precisely at eight o'olook George Vass underwent the extreme 
penalty сї the law on a gallows erected behind the top of the wall 
at tho south end of the front of the goal, in the presence of Henry 
Parker, Esq., sheriff, John Feawick, under sheriff, the Rev. R. 
Shepherd, jun, chaplain, Mr. Robine, gaoler, and others. 

The morning wae dull and gloomy, but there was в gleam of sun- 
shine when the prisoner sppeared on the drop, adding picturesquely 
to the scene, but mating 1t perhaps still more gloomy, which con- 
tinued to improve afterwards. The culprit retired to bed about 
twelve o'clock on the Friday night, and slept tili one, when he 
awoke and got ap. Shortly after he went to bed again, and slept 
soundly till about s quarter to six o'clock, when he arose, ate x 
hearty breakfast, and smoked bis pip». The concourse of peopl- 
outside the prison was immense, and several persons had to be taken 
out of the crowd in a fainting state. 

The prisoner was remarkably firm during the whole of the pro- 
ceedings, and during the last moments of life fully admitted the 
justice of hie sentence. He added, however, that he never intended 
$o murder the woman. Askern was the executioner.

MANSION HOUSE 

CHARGE OF FRAUD AND Cosspixacy.—Two respectably-dres«ed men, 
foreigners, who gave their names as Charles Baumgarten and С ıstavus 
#ehaeldler, and described as carrying on the business of merchants at 
15, Water-lane, Great Tower-street, under the name of Baumgarten and 
Uo, were charged with obtaining the sum of £102 from Zeigfred Leip- 
ziger, under the following circumstances Мг. Beard attended to support 
the prosecution ; and Mr. Le vis, of Ely-place, appeared for the prisoners. 
The prosecutor, it appeared, was shown some samples of Fiorence and 
taffeta silks, aad he agreed to advance them £102 against the bulk of the 
goods An appointment was made by the prisoners for Saturday, when 
the prosecutor was to hand them over the money, and the prisoners were 
to supp'y him with the goods Accordingly on Saturday morning the prose- 


cutor went to the offices at 16, Water-lane, where he paid to the prisoner 
Baumgarten £100 in notes,‘and £2in gold, for which he gave him a receipt 
A boy who was in the office asked in а loud tone whether he 
should bring the goods up, and both the prisoners replied, “ Yes, 
bring them up at once.” After the prisoner Baumgarten took the 
money, he went out, saying he should be back in a moment, and took it 
with him. The prosecutor waited for some time ex Baumgarten to 
come back with the goods, but after remaining for up is of three hours 
be told the prisoner Sehneidler that he had been cheated out of his 
money, when the latter told him that if he did not leave the place he 
would kick him out of the office. The prosecutor left and communi- 
cated with tbe police, and from information which the officer, 
Bauyard, received, he went to 45, Richmond-road, Caledonian-road, 
accompanied by the prosecutor, where they found both the prisoners 
They were taken into custody, and on being searched only about £3 was 
found on the two. In answer to questions put by Mr. Lewis, the pro- 
secutor seid he had had transactions with the prisoners previous to the 
one in question. He did not advance £50 for goods worth £170. He 
advanced £50 on some goods, end lost about £10 by the sale of them, and, 
in consideration of that. he induced the prisoners to sign a receipt for 
£112, and only paid them £102. Mr. Beard asked for a remand, as he 
said the prisoners bad been carrying on business in various names, and 
obtaining goeds from & number of houses in the City. Amongst other 
names under which they had traded were “ Patterson, Curtis, and 
Muller;" and Mr. Pollaky, who was іп court, could furnish the court with 
some further informatton respecting their past career. The prisoners 
were remanded accordingly.

Сав Law.—An elderly gentleman, residing in Charton-street, Pimlico, 
applied to Mr. Ingham, the presiding magistrate, for a summons under the 
foliowing circumstances: Applicant said that he hired а cabman to drive 
him from Churton-street to London: bridge, back through the City to Pall- 
mall, aad to Churton-street, for which he demanded 7a 6d.

Ingham: How many persons Were there in 
the cab? ‘The applicant said four. Mr. Ingham: What do ycu consider 
the fare? Applicant: Reckoning the distance to Le seven miles and 
sixpence each extra person, the fare would only ђе 4з, 6d. Mr Ingham: 
What did you give him? Applicant: I told him that that could not be his 
fare, and told him he might take what he pleased, and he took 6s, Mr. 
Ingham: He might have considered that you consented to that 
Applicant: I objected and protested against it. Mr. Ingham: Did you tell 
him you would summon him if he took it? Applicant: I did not use 
those words, but gave him to understand he would be summoned. Mr. 
Ingham: When you bring a cabman “o a police-court it becomes a 
criminal case, and it is, above all, important that there should be no 
mistake.

A person might have obtained access that way, but there 
were no marks. Witness asked whether she had been visited by any one, 
when she replied she had not; she only had an uncle and aunt in London, 
who seldom saw her. She said she had only been out three minutes for 
the supper beer for her master. The female prisoner went out on the 
Wednesday for a holiday, and Sunday also, when witness kept an eye 
upon her, On both oecasions she met the male prisoner. As she left him 
she was taken into custody, and Morgan, another policeman, took the mate 
prisoner, upon whom was found £56 in gold and silver, and the £5 note 
which had been stolen from the prosecutrix, and also the watches and 
jewellery identified. İt was shown that the whole of the property had been 
recovered. Prisoners were remanded for a week.

Tue bonfire at Aldershott on Tuesday week, which in all probability 
was the largest in England, deserves more than a ng notice. 
Daring the preceding week a strong body of the Military Train had 
been employed in conveying to the brow of Cwsar's Camp waggon- 
loads of furze, fir old refuse, and wood of every descrip- 
tion, which, under the alternate direction of Colonel Clifford and 
Mejor Hammersley, sö?utant quartermaster-generals , Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lennox and Ca) Koes, deputy adjutant quartermaster- 
generals; and Captain e, 26th Regiment, were built up in the 
form of & cone, having a base whose circumference was 180ft. and 
a height of 50ft The pen whioh was, we believe, suggested by a 
near relative of Major mersley, was, as the result proved, во 
perfect that it may aot be out of place to give a description of it asa 
guide for future use. First, a very stout fir tree, 35ft. long, was 
reared on end, 5ft. being let into the ground, and supported by four 
struts. Around this was stacked the stouter timbers and materials 
to a height of about 10ft., and to these sucoeeded fir branches, raising 
the whole to 15ít. Five full tar barrels were now secured round the 
pole with wire, and the stacking of fir and furze bavins was con- 
tinued to a total height of above 25ít, the whole being pinned 
vertically with stakes. Four more full tar barrels were here se- 
cured round the pole, and the top of the pile covered with a layer of 
hurdles pinned with stakes, forming a sort of staging from which to 
take a fresh departure. А top-mast of 27ft. in length was now 
hoisted, and 7ft. of its length secured by wire to the lower pole. 
Again was the stacking con- 
tinued, the material being passed 
up a series of stages erected all 
round the pile, and occasionally 
tar barrels were hoisted to the 
top by means of a purchase se- 
cured to the top-mast. These 
were emptied, and their contents 
allowed to trickle through the 
interior. Three hundred gal- 
lons were used for this pur- 
pose. When the pile had 
reached a total height of about 
forty-five feet it was 

in, after the manner of the 
top of в sugar-losf, an empty 
tar-barrel was placed on the top- 
masthead, and a topgallantmast, 
with a royal standard nailed to 
it, was fixed to the topmesthead, 
the flag waving proudly at a 
height of seventy feet from the 
ground below, and at a total 
height above the sea of 670 feet. 
Seventy stout fir trees, about 
thirty-five feet long, were placed 
all round the cone, forming, as 
it were, an outer casing to the 
bonfire; these were secured in 
their places by wires passing all 
round the pile, esch pole being 
secured to the wires by hold- 
fasts.

VICTIMIZING LOAN OFFICES. 


Ar the Middlesex Sessions, Thomas Shaw was indicted for 
fraudulently obtaining by false pretences the sum of 104, the 
moneys of tbe trustees of the Lisson-grove Loan Society, with 
intent to defraud. 

Mr. Brandt prosecuted ; Mr. Holdsworth defended the prisoner. 

In this case the very lengthy evidence disclosed the fact that 
the prisoner had been in the habit of going to different loan-offices 
throughout the metroplis, and, evidently in conjanction with other 
persons, bad carried on frauds upon losn societies to a considerable 
extent. One of these cases may be taken as a fair sample of the 
| whole. 

James Kelly, of No. 3, Omega-terrace, Alpha-road, Paddington, 
| ваза he was the director of the Lisson-grove Loan Society, and it 
was the practice of the society that those persons who intended to 
become borrowers should fill up & printed form, stating the nature 
“of the loan required, their own names and addresses, and the 
names and addresses of the persons offered as sureties for the loan. 
On the 28th of October, 1862, the prisoner presented a paper 


properly filled up, and signed his name, “Thomas Shaw, 42, 


upwards of 42,000 cabic fret of 
material. A number of men 
armed with portfires w re sta- 
tioned at intervals arovud the 
pile at a few moments before 
the appoiated time for lighting 
up, and precisely at eight 
o'clock they plunged their port- 
fires into the mass, which was 
instantly alight, and, the flames 
rapidly running up the outside, 
the whole pile was a sheet of 
flame in less time than it bas 
taken to describe the event. The 
scene at this moment was grand 
in the extreme. In the centre 
the flames, rearing their many 
forked heads to a height of about 
seventy or eighty fest, were, 
owing to а fresh southerly wind, 
carried clear of the flag, whicb, ҮНІҢ 
brilliantly illuminated, sppeared || 
to look down disdainfuliy upon 
the gigantic efforts for ite de- 
struction which were being 
made below. On the plateau 
forming the top of Crmsar's 
Camp the eye rested on the 
bright scarlet uniforms of seme 
thousands of the troops, who 
had come up to do honour 
to the occasion, but on 
the other hand the steep, re- 
ceding sides of the camp left a 
darkness beyond, which appeared the mere intense from the contrast 
to the now white heat of the blazing mass. For some time it was 
a matter of doubt whether the flag would be consumed, but gradually, 
as the pile sank, it become obvious that tbe burning of tbe pole 
would be the only thing that would bring it down. Now was seen 
the advantage of the outer casing of fir-poles—they retained the 
mass in shape. There were no masses of fire tambling off the top, 
nor did the cone get out of shape in any way, but it burnt fairly 
and regularly throughout. One by one the spectators dropped off 
as the night wore on, leaving only afew who were anxiously watch- 
ing the downfall of the central’ polo, in the hope of being able to 
secure even а fragment of the flag which һай во gallantly held its 
own, but even that hope seemed doomed to disappointment, for 
at twelve o'clock the pile was stili blazing nearly as fiercely ав 
ever, and the pole, though out of the perpendicular, seemed likely 
to hold on to the last, but about two o'clock even its great thickness 
was not proof against the intense heat, and it fell, amid the cheers 
of the few spectators, who immediately commenced ageneral scramble 
for the bunting, each anxious to possess a relic of so suspicious 
an occasion The remaining embers were now allowed to 
smoulder undisturbed, and were not extinguished until about noon 
on Wednesday, having een alight twenty-eight hours. The weather

Edg ware-road—from this society he obtained 4/ ; the London and 
Westmiuster Industrial Loan Association, Bow-street, Long-acre—

the loan was refused; the Victoris Mutual and Loan Society —from 
this society he obtained 15/, under the name of Thomas Seager ; the 
Independent Friends of Labour Loan Society, West Brompton— 
from this society he obtained 107, in the name of Thomas Bhilling- 
ford; the Tradesmen s Discount Society, held at No. 36, New-street, 
Bt. John'’s- wood—from this society he obtained 11/, in the name of 
Humby ; the Model Investment and Advance Company, Bt. John's-

THE POLISH DICTATOB. 

LaxGiewicz, the Dictator of Poland, whose portrait we here 
give, is now about thirty-four 
years of age. He is apparently 
destined to occupy a prominent 
place in the pages of history. 
Langiewicz was educated for 
the medical profession, and for 
some time studied medicine 
under a professor of the art 
resident in the Grand Dochy of 
Posen. He served with Gari- 
baldi in the Sicilian and Nes- 
politan campaigns, end when 
the insurrection in Poland burst 
forth put himself at the head of 
the insurrectionists. With such 
rough and ready materials as 
soythemen, and a few riflemen, 
he has frequently defested the 

ı highly - disciplined troops of 

i Russia, and the other day wes 
proclaimed Dictator of Poland. 

A letter in the Opinion Na- 
tionale, signed Ladisias Mickie- 
wicz, and dated Camp de 
Gosoza, March 6, contains some 
interesting details of the Polish 
revolution. The writer had 
seen Langievricz for the firət 
time the previous night. It was 
a full moon, and he saw him 
clearly :— 

“He was on foot. He took 
the arm of one colonel, and con 
versing with him passed slowly 
along our front. He is a man 
of rather less than tbe middle 
statnre, but square as to the 
shoulders, &nd with long fair 
moustacbes, a quick and piero- 
ing glance, the head throvn 
back, a martial and decided air, 
and quick step.

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ACTION ABOUT A SERVANT'B CHA- 
RACTER. 


Ar the Salford Court of Record, Mr, Holker a) 
psared for the plaintiff, Aun Butler, and У 
Edwards for the defendant, Mr. John Fair- 
weather. 

The action was brought for breach of an agreo- 
ment, under the following circumstances :—In 
Novemher, 1861. the plaintiff went into the 
service of the defendant ag cook, and in January, 
1862, she was dismissed for geperal misconduct, 
and given into custody on a charge of making а 
disturbance in the defendant's house, and of hav- 
ing stolen his property. The plaintiff, on being 
brought before the magistrates, was dismissed, and 
in April last she brought an action against the 
defendant for assault avd false imprisonment 
Whilst the plaintiff was under examination, the 
judge (Mx. Wheller) suggested that some arrange- 
ment should be come to, and the counsel for the 
plaintiff now alleged that a verdict for 5/. 18. was 
taken by consent, the defendant undertaking to 
give the plaintiff a good character. The pleintiff 
shortly afterwards applied persovally for her cha- 
racter, and as she could not meet with the de- 
fendant her attorneys wrote letter for it. On the 
7th of May a character, of which the following is 
а copy, was sent to the plaintiff's solicitor :— 

“ Brownefield-mill, May 7, 1862 

* To all whom it may concern. These (о cer- 
tify that Ann Butler served with me as cook from 
November. 1861. to January, 1862. I believe her 
to be honest and a moderate good c^ok.

This ch«racter was written badly on a scrap of 
paper, and the plaintiff alleged that she could not 
get a situation with it, and that some ladies would 
acarcely look at it, In November, 1862, the 
plaintiff's attorney wrote to the defendant's attor- 
vey for & better character, and one, of which the 
following is a copy, was then sent :— 


“ This ia to certify that Ann Butler, lately in 
my service, is a good cook; can wash well and 
iron, and is able to fill the sitnation of cook in a 
gentleman’s family.

The plaintiff’s attorneys then wrote for damages 
at the rate of 10s. per week for the time she had 
been out of a situation, and as the defendant re- 
fased to pay this tbe present action was brought. 

For the defenoe it was alleged that the defend- 
ant had given no such undertaking as that re- 
ferred to; that, supposing he had given such a 
promise, he had fulfilled it; and that, whatever 
the defendant's promise was, he was only bound 
to give such a character as was true. 

The learned judge summed up, and the jury, 
after a long deliberation, returned a verdiot for 
the plaintiff for 57 

This case occupied the whole day, from ten to 
five o'clock. 
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Мв. SERJEANT WRANGHAM —We have to 
record the death of one of her Majesty's вегјеапів- 
at-law who had been for many years the leader 
ol the parliamentary bar. Mr. Ser)-ant Wrang- 
ham was the eldest son of a distinguished scholar, 
Archdeacon Wrangham, and was not unworthy: f 
his parentage, having taken a double first degree 
at Oxford in 1826. He was called to the bar in 
1829, but he began public life rather as a politi- 
cian than a lawyer. He was selected solely on the 
ground of his academical distinction, by Lord 
Audley, as his private secretary at tbe Foreign- 
office; and he remained, at Lord A berdeen”s 
request, in the same office during the Duke of 
Wellington'a Administration. For a short time, 
too, he sat in parliament for Sudbury. He then 
returned to practice at tre bar, and went the 
northern circuit ; but was soon induced to leave 
it by his increasing perliamentary practice, at 
first, chiefly in election petitions, but, afterwards, 
and for many years exclusively, in committees 
on private bills, in which he shared the lead 
with Mr, Austin, who retired in 1847, and Mr. 
Talbot, who died in 1852 His style of speaking, 
which was always classical, and, when the occa- 
gion jurtified it, eloqnent, was thought by casual 
gpectators and occasional practitioners slow and 
heavy ; but those who were in constant inter- 
conrse and friendly con flict with him well knew 
that no advocate possessed more real power of ar- 
gument and quickness of apprehension, surer 
judgment in the management of a case, or a 
clearer grasp and recollection of the most compli- 
cated details. In short, he was an advocate 
whom noclient of experience willingly allowed to 
appear against him. Yet none had less of the 
qualities which are sometimes ignorantly sup- 
posed to be essential to &nocess, especially before 
u tribunal of “laymen :” for no man’s victories 
were ever leas achieved by mere dexterity, or by 
«ny approach to the verge of misrepreseutation. 
Anything which Serjeant Wrangham stated as & 
fact might be implicitly received as true. Of the 
respect and resard in which he was held 
hy bis prefessicusl bretbren of all classes it would 
be diffi sult ro speak justly without the appearance 
of exaggeration. He was truly regarded by every 
cne as the father as well as the leader of the par 
liamentary bar. For many years his health had 
been feeble, and for several sessions he had been 
obliged to retire occasionally for afew weeks when 
business was at the heaviest Those who merely 
knew him by si: ht must have been surprised to 
leerc that he was only fifty: eight years of age when 
he died. He married the sister of the present Mr. 
F. H. Fawkes, of Farnley, but has been a widower 
for many yeara He has left two sons, the eldest 
of whom is at the bar, the second vicar of North 
Cave, in Yorkshire, and a dauzhter who is the 
wife of Mr. Henry Calley, of Bu derop Park, in 
Wiltshire. Upon those yriva'e virtaes which en- 
deared him to his family and bis friends, and 
which were ав eminent as his intellectual qualities, 
this is not the place to enlarge.— Daily Paper.

Awci&NT Ruins їч TEXAS —We have been 
informed by a gentleman who has traversed a 
large portion of the Indian country of Northern 
‘Texas, and the couatry lying between Santa Fe 
and the Pacific, that there are vestiges of ancient 
cities and ruined castles or temples on the Rio 
Puerco, and on the Colorado of the West. Hə 
says that on one of the branches of the Rio 
Puerco, a few days’ travel from Santa Fe, there 
is an immense pile of ruius that appear to belong 
to an ancient temple Portions of the walls are 
still standing, consisting of huge blocks of lime- 
stone, regularly hewn, and laid in cement. The 
building occupies an extent of more than an acre. 
It is two or three stories high, has no roof, but 
contains many rooms, generally of a equare form, 
without windows; and the lower rooms are so 
dark and gloomy that they resemble caverns 
rather than the apartments of au edifice built for 
human habitation Our informant was unable to 
describe the style of architecture; but he believes 
is could not have been erected by Spaniards or 
Europeans, as the stones are much worn by the 
r ins, and indicate that the building has stood 
several hundred years. From this description we 
are induced to believe that it resembles the ruing 
of Palanque or Otulun He says there are manv 
similar ruins on the Colorado of the West, which 
empties into the Californian Sea. Іп one of the 
valleys of the Cordilleras traversed by this river, 
and about 400 miles from its mouth, there is a 
large temple still standing, its walls and spires 
presenting scarcely any trace of di apidation, and 
were it not for the want of а roof it might sti 
be made habitable. Near it, scattered along the 
declivity of a mountain, are the ruins of what 


must have been once a large city. The traces of 


a large aqueduct, part of which is, however, in 
the solid rocks, are still visible. Neither the
